While the city has been indignantly 
scanning record breaking boosts in 
apartment, flat, and house rentals the 
patrons of downtowr clubs have sm'‘jed 
in grim sympathy. and have gone down 
in their pockets for as high as 10 per 
cent increases in the rates of sleeping 
rooms. 
| “Liquor Revenue Lost.” 

“We found it necessary to advance 
our rentals here 10 per cent to meet 
the loss of liquor revenue and in- 
creased cost of labor and mainte- 
nance,” said Manager Walsh of the 
Chicago Athletic association. 

“The increase made was general and 
was not figured on the square foot 
basis adopted by some hotels. The 
cost is figured from the standpoint of 
room desirability.” 

Manager Reimers of the Illinois Ath- | 
létic club announced the same rental 
increase, a general boost of 10 per 
cent to meet advanced expenses. 

No Increases Here. 


“We have found it possible to oper- 
ate so far without increasing our 
rents,” said W. B. Bangs of the Chi- 
cago club. “ We are on the right side 
of the ledger but it is easily under- 
stood that some clubs could hardly 
operate on the old basis.”

: The telegram advised Mammalek that

' had been reached with the British, that 
the credentials of the Persian mission 
to Paris thereby was withdrawn, and 
the mission became nonexistent offi- 
cially.

| “TOMBSTONES”: A DRAMA. 


Fourteen silent men crouched at a 
crossroad just outside of Zion City 
yesterday—waiting.

THE PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The president’s statement to the senate commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, it seems to THE TRIBUNE, 
adds nothing to the argument already presented 
on behalf of adoption without reservation, and in 
no degree weakens the argument on behalf of 
reservations. 

We are heartily in accord with the president's 
urgent desire to have peace ratified at the earliest 
possible moment consistent with the interests and 
security of the United States. We are confident 
there is no difference between him and the most 
radical reservationists on this point, although there 
is considerable difference as to responsibility for 
the already protracted and costly delay in ratifi- 
cation. That, it seems to us, we must in candor 
assert, arises primarily out of the president’s ex- 
pressed determination to make the world covenant 
of the league and the peace treaty with Germany 
inextricable. Another source of delay prior even 
to this policy, undoubtedly, was the curiously per- 
sonal and partisan course followed by Mr. Wilson 
in his exclusion of representative, authoritative, 
and nonpartisan counsel and his peremptory atti- 
tude toward the codrdinate agency in treaty mak- 
ing. 

We do not find our mind much impressed, more- 
over, with some of the most salient reasons se- 
lected by the president for urging haste at this 
time. For example, the following: “Our military 
plans, of course, wait upon it (formal ratification). 
We cannot intelligently or wisely decide how large 
a naval or military force we shall maintain or 
what our policy with regard to military training 
is to be until we have peace, not only, but also 
until we know how peace is to be sustained, 
whether by the arms of single nations or by the 
consent of all the great peoples.” 

Now this is an assertion that must seriously be 
challenged, not only as an ineffective argument for 
ratification without reservation, but also and still 
more seriously as a statement of administration 
defense policy. It betrays, in the first place, that 
undue reliance upon th@® force and effect of the 
league covenant which Mr. Wilson has revealed 
in his whole discussion of it. The league cannot 
prove itself for a considerable time or without the 
test of experience. The signatures of the powers 
will not give it life. We must wait to find out 
how it works and whether it will work at all. 

How then can the United States afford to with- 
hold defense plans through the period of doubt, 
experiment, and consequent danger through which 
the league must pass before it proves itself? 

Indeed, the president’s secretary of war is not 
waiting, but has sent to congress an elaborate plan 
for the reconstruction of our military establishment 
which involves an increase of our army to over 
five times its size before the war and the adoption 
of the principle of compulsory training in peace. 
And Mr: Baker is more than justified by the facts 
which Mr. Wilson ignores, but which safe policy 
must be based upon. No other great power is wait- 
ing upon the ratification of the treaty. The power 
whose policy we must most anxiously consider has 
announced authoritatively that it proposes to main- 
tain its existing military and naval strength in 
a state of preparedness, and candidly gives as its 
justification the very consideration which com- 
‘mon sense and common caution impress upon every 
statesman at this time, namely, that whatever 
may be our hopes of the benignant influence of 
the league, they are as yet and must remain for 
some time hopes afid, hopes only, and that in the 
meanwhile any nation concerned for its own peace 
and safety must look to its own defense. . 

In short, the ratification of the peace treaty 
does not justify us in adopting a defense policy 
founded on the assumption that the league is any- 
thing but an experiment, nor does it release us 
from the necessity of providing essentially the 
same defense that we should provide were it not 
in existence. 

We protest most emphatically against Mr. Wil- 
son’s implication that as soon as the treaty is 

_ signed we can afford to determine our defense 
policy and that so vital a question may be re- 
solved by the formal! initiation of a complicated ex- 
periment. As the league proves itself, as we de- 
voutly hope it will, to be an effective deterrent of 
war, no nation will more promptly or gladly con- 
form its military establishment to the new condi. 
tions. But that must wait upon time and not 
upon the mere act of ratification. 

Mr. Wilson also urges immediate ratification 
without reserve on the ground that rival nations 
that ratify “ will be in a position to lay their plans 
for controlling the markets of central Europe 
without competition from us if we do not presently 
act.” 

This suggestio: would be open to the charge of 
sincerity were our desire to grant our chief execu- 
tive only the highest motives less compelling. As 
it is, we must interpret it as further evidence that 
Mr. Wilson's preoccupation with the larger con- 
siderations of the league experiment has excluded 
hin from knowindge of actual present events, even 
including the policy of his own government. The 
rital nations, hu ought to be informed at once 
have not been waiting upon the ratification of 
“the treaty either to formulate or to carry out 
energetically their plans for the invasion and cap- 
ture of the markets of central—and eastern 
Europe. It is our traders who have been held back 
by government policy. 

The president's discussion ef the problem of 
reservations is quite as unsatisfying and contains 
meting novel either in substance or emphasis.

NEGROES’ PHYSICAL 
CONDITION. 
T the height of the tnfiux of Ne- 
groes from the south to northern 
industrial centers one concern 
adopted the expedient of having 
every man physically examined before 
setting him to work. In one batch of 
544 applicants more than 95 per cent 
were Negroes mostly just up from the 
south. This opportunity gave Dr. Allen, 
who made the examinations, an oppor- 
tunity to compare the physical condition 
of Negroes with whites. | 

The first test given was to req 
every applicant to shoulder a sack of 
books weighing 125 pounds and to carry 
it across the room. Five hundred and 
eighteen passed this test. Five hundred 
and forty-four miscellaneous applicants 
among white men would have furnished 
no larger number of passers. In fact, one 
conclusion reached by Dr. Allen was that 
the general muscular development of the 
Negroes was surprisingly good. 


Of the 518 who passed the sack test 65 
failed in the physical examination. 
Ninety-one out of the 544 were rejected 
because of physical defects or incapacity.

of the gardens. Old experienced grow-| 
ers say they have never seen them 


in such large numbers. With all their 
efforts in dusting and spraying the 
eafly cabbage plants there has. been 
much damage done to the crop. ° 

Hundreds and even. thdusends of 
these butterflies may be seen in many 
of the Chicago gardens now. 
flutter about over thé eabbege patch 
and lay their eggs. 

The mature worm is about one to 
one and a half inches in length and 
is velvet green in color. -Théy are not 
always easily seen by one who has not 
dealt with them before. However, 
their presence in a cabbage patch is 
always clearly indicated by holes in 
the leaves, and of course the white 
butterfly is seen fluttering around in 
the garden before thé worms appear. 

After the worm gets 4 good start 
on the cabbage it is difficult to. keep 
in check, and the most effective work 
can be done while the plants are young 
with only @ few leaves on them. By 
spraying or sprinkling the plants with
